information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the IDS filed on 1 3 June 2006 are listed in PTO-892 
(see paper NO. 20050412). Therefore, the IDS filed on 13 June 2006 will not be 
considered. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
41-43 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 41-43 
been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 3-26, 28-40, 44, 46-53, and 55-60 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Sukeda et al. (US 6,659,345) discloses a smart card comprises a processor for 
authenticating user using application stored in the smart card, 

Taylor (US 5,578,808) discloses a multi-application smart card comprising a 
plurality of application stored therein, 

Ishii et al. (US 5,541 ,985) discloses a mobile phone equipped with IC card 
reader/writer. 
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However, Sukeda et al., Taylor, and Ishii et al. taken alone or in combination of 
other references, fails to particularly teach that the method of managing data transfer 
application comprises disabling all data transfer application then selecting/enabling data 
transfer application when a user is authenticated using an authentication mechanism 
wherein the authentication mechanism is independent from selected data transfer 
application as presented by the applicant and set forth in the claims.
